ORGANIZATION OF CITY GOVERNMENT. 


TurEspay, January 7, 1890. 

The members elect of the City Government for the mu- 
nicipal year of 1890, having met for organization agreeably to 
the provisions of the City Charter, the oath of office by law 
prescribed was administered to the Mayor-elect, Hon. HEr- 
BERT 6B. VIALL, by J. P. Wellman. After roll call by the 
City Clerk, His Honor Mayor Viall administered the oath of 
office to the following members elect of the Boards of Alder- 
men and Council, to wit:

Prayer was offered by Rev. L. B. Baldwin, after which 
the Mayor delivered his inaugural address. 

After the prayer and inaugural address, Jerry P. Wellman 
was elected City Clerk, and Albert G. Henshaw, City Mes- 
senger, and then adjourned until 7.30 o’clock. 

At 7.30 p. m., the Common Council organized by the 
choice of Frank H. Whitcomb as President and James E. 
Parmenter, Clerk. 


THE MAYOR'S ADDRESs. 


Gentlemen of the City Counctls : 

This January morning assembles us together for the pur- 
pose of qualifying as officers and assuming the duties of the 
several offices to which we have been chosen ; and in accept- 
ing these trusts, let us give thanks unto God for his merciful 
kindness and protection in the past that we may be better pre- 
pared for a continuation of his future blessings to us and our 
people. . 

While we should do all in our power to promote the growth 
and prosperity of our city, we are not responsible for the exist- 
ing Prohibitory laws, which if spasmodically and injudiciously 
enforced are detrimental to our most important business inter- 
ests without accomplishing the intended reformation, and from 
which we are suffering to a great extent, it is only owing to 
the fact that we are blessed with many natural resources and fa- 
cilities which alone enable us to prosper under these conditions. 

Your duties will necessarily be both executive and legisla- 
tive, and in the consideration of the many important and per- 
plexing questions upon which you will be required to decide, 
you will undoubtedly in some instances find it necessary to use | 
a judicious negative. The little ‘* No” is one of the hardest yet 
one of the most necessary words to acquire the use of in a pub- 
lic capacity and should not be used until after a careful consid- 


eraion of the subject-matter involved in your committee work, 
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but when found necessary to sustain your honest convictions 
you will be fully justified in using it. 

We, gentlemen of the City Councils, are intrusted ina 
general way with the care and protection of the city’s interests, 
and in all matters pertaining to its material prosperity we 
should adopt a liberal and progressive policy economically 
administered. We are brought in contact with the most im- 
portant rights and interests of the people of the city, and it re- 
mains for us to prove to what extent the confidence reposed in 


us by our fellow citizens shall be vindicated by our official acts. 


FINANCES. 


This is an important matter for consideration, as upon our 
financial standing largely depends our success. Although the 
reports show only a small balance in the treasury at this time 
and less than was anticipated one year ago, yet the conditions 
of the finances are quite satisfactory when we take into account 
the heavy expenditures of the past year for ordinary city 
charges, highways and water works. ‘The bonded indebted- 
ness has been reduced $19,700, with $2,000 overdue bonds 
outstanding which have not been presented for payment. If 
we should deduct the water loan sinking fund from this, it 
would leave a bonded indebtedness of $305,011, as against 
$315,044, last year. 

I would recommend a continuance of the sinking fund 
policy until such time as the fund is adequate to the liquidation 
of the maturing bonds without materially increasing the tax 
rate. On the first day of July next, $11,300 of the old water 
bonds become due. Of this amount $10,000 should be paid 
from the treasury and the balance be taken from the sinking fund. 
The committee on finance for the past year, recommend the 


raising of $35,000 by taxation, with the usual appropriations 
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for general expenses amounting in all to $62,445. Although 
this is a small increase over the preceeding year, yet it is as 
small as can consistently be made, taking into account the 
fact that the cash assets of the city have been reduced some 
$15,000 during the past year, and provisions should be made 
for the necessary expenditures of the ensuing year, some of 


which I shall speak of more in detail later on. 
WATER WORKS AND SEWERS. 


In connection with the water works we are confronted with 
many important matters for consideration, and with the assist- 
ance and advice of the Superintendent and Water Commis- 
sioners, we should endeavor to make such changes and carry 
out such plans for perfecting the system, as is for the people’s 
interest. A proper analysis of the water from Sylvan Lake 
dispels somewhat the exaggerated reports in relation to its un- 
healthy condition, and while it is not as pure as the water from 
Echo Lake, or even what we could desire, it is equal and 
superior to that used in many cities, and no worse than it has 
been at times during the period which it has been in use by 
the city. 

Many of our people have been led to believe that we have 
an abundant supply for all from Echo Lake, but a careful 
measurement demonstrates the fact, that although the pipe 
from Echo Lake is taxed to its full capacity, it furnishes less 
than two-thirds of the water consumed, and in the event of 
Sylvan Lake supply being discontinued, we should have no 
pressure for fire purposes, and many residents in the upper 
portion of the city could not even obtain water for domestic 
use. ‘This might be remedied somewhat by a restriction of its 
use, which in my opinion could better be accomplished under 


my recommendations of one year ago which reads as follows: 
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‘¢On account of the different appliances in use by the water 
consumers there does not seem to be that equality of rates 
which would be desirable. I would therefore recommend that 
some time during the year a revision or re-classification be 
made; this of course would necessitate a thorough inspection 
and in the end be of mutual benefit to the city and consumers.” 
Under the circumstances I would recommend that the princi- 
pal part of the contemplated expenditure for the year, outside 
of the general repairs and necessary extensions, should be used 
in replacing with larger pipe a portion of the Echo Lake 
main, and should you think proper to relay during the year 
that portion necessary for doubling the present capacity, it may 
incur an expense of such magnitude as to require a temporary 
loan or some other provision for furnishing the required funds 
to carry on such construction. 

On account of the extreme high water the past season it 
was decided to be impracticable to make the needed repairs on 
the dam at Echo Lake reservoir, and the appropriation made 
for that purpose is unexpended. ‘These repairs should be 
completed during the coming summer, so as to avoid any pos- 
sibility of a break in the water supply from this source. 

The sewers are working satisfactorily and the system 
seems admirably adapted to our locality. It will be necessary 
to make some extensions and I would particularly call your 
attention to an early consideration of a petition referred to this 
city government by our predecessors for a sewer extension 
through Appian Way to Winchester street, and a careful con- 


sideration of all matters relating to any other sewer extensions. 
STREET LIGHTS. 


This luxury has become a necessity to the extent that we 


are compelled to have them even if they come high... jhe 
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present system seems to be eminently satisfactory to the peo- 
ple, and I believe the tax-payers are better satisfied to pay a 
fair price for a good thing rather than a low price for some- 
thing inferior. The present contract for electric lights expires 
on the first of July next, and a renewal of the same should be 
made on equitable terms, or some provision made for provid- 
ing suitable lights on a fair basis to thecity. This matter 
should be considered as early in the season as practicable on 


account of making the proper appropriations. 


STREETS AND DRAINS. 


In this department a larger sum of money than usual has 
been expended in the past year, amounting to a little over 
$18,000. Of this amount nearly $4,000 has been expended 
for drains, gutters and stone culvert, $1,000 for grading of 
concrete walks, and $2,000 for stone paving, which really re- 
duces the expenditure on roadways to about $11,000. The 
committee on finance recommend the raising of $14,000 for 
this department, which will be a small amount if the work is 
prosecuted to that extent which is desired by many of our citi- 
zens. I sometimes think if some of our people, who are in- 
clined to severe criticism in this department, could have vis- 
ited other towns and cities during the past season and com- 
pared their muddy streets with ours, they would the better 
realize the amount of thought, time and care which has been 
devoted by the members of the city government during the 
past year to this department and the obligations they should be 
under to them. The work done on Main street is all that 
could be expected of it, considering the material used, and 
clearly shows that a system of macadamizing should be adopt- 


ed for our principal thoroughfares; but it would be much 
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cheaper in the end to establish a rock crushing plant for fur- 
nishing the proper material of uniform sizes than to separate 
the river gravel for this purpose. 

A portion, at least, of Church and Roxbury streets should 
receive attention, and on Court street which is acknowledged to 
be the worst of all; surface drain tile should be laid, the gut- 
ters paved so as to keep the sand from washing into the 
drains, the road bed brought to the established grade and put 
in a permanent condition. 

I would also recommend that you take under consideration 
some plan for paving Central Square, and Main street from 
the Square to the railroad. It would not be advisable to do 
the whole ina single year, but some portion of it should be 
done each year until the whole was completed. In this way 
the proper grade could be maintained without the expense of 
carting sand and gravel into the Square one year and remov- 
ing it from the surface sewers the next. This project may 
seem somewhat expensive to you, but in my judgment, would 
be economy in the end. 

The subject of surface drainage in connection with the 
streets should receive more attention. We have constructed 
many drains from one part of the city to another without pro- 
viding sufficient outlets to take off the water as rapidly as 
» would be desirable in a heavy rain or from the rapid melting 
of the snow in the spring. In this respect I would recommend 
that the portion at least of these drains which constitute the 
principal outlets, should be placed under the direct supervision 
of the Superintendent of Water Works and Sewers, and that 
he should be directed to make the proper surveys for straight- 
ening and grading Beaver brook from the Ashuelot river to 
Beaver street, and also the outlet from the river south of But- 
ler Court, northerly across Winchester and Emerald streets to 


the railroad. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


This department is now in a healthy and prosperous con- 
dition and with an addition of the requisite number of men for 
properly operating the second steamer recently contracted for 
by the city, we shall soon be in a situation to guard against 
extended conflagrations and a better protection to our business 
blocks and manufacturing industries. Something should be 
done as soon as is consistent with the state of the finances, in 
providing additional accommodations for the department, and I 
still adhere to my former recommendation of arranging quar- 
ters for all, in proximity to the present Steamer house and 
stables, believing that the expense of maintaining the depart- 
ment would be much less under this arrangement than in any 


other way. 
POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The organization under our present system seems to be 
quite satisfactory and I desire to add a word of praise to the 
efficiency of all the members of the police force whenever they 
have been detailed for duty. At the same time I would rec- 
ommend that the department be so conducted that a more 
strict enforcement of the Statute laws and city ordinances can 
be had; that the offenders may be more generally taken before 
the proper tribunals as an example and warning to those who 
are inclined to breaches of the peace and that by so doing the 
number of arrests may be greatly diminished. To carry out 
this plan more satisfactorily, I would recommend that an ad- 
ditional night police be placed upon the force at an expense 
not exceeding $640.00 per annum. This would not increase 
the present expense of the department more than $400.00 or 
$500.00, as under the present arrangement a large amount of 


extra service is required each year. 
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IN CONCLUSION. 


Gentlemen, I have only called your attention to the princi- 
pal departments of municipal service. Other departments of 
the city will require your attention; notably, the health de- 
partment, the poor, cemeteries, public parks and public libra- 
ry. In looking forward to the labor before us, I anticipate a 
busy year; but when I recognize as members of this city gov- 
ernment so many of my former able and efficient associates, 
and among the new, so many intelligent members, upon 
whose council and good judgment I can rely for assistance, I 
am encouraged to believe that our association will be produc- 
tive of mutual respect, in all matters upon which we are called 
to act, not forgetting that we are transacting the business for 
the people and that it should be as carefully guarded as our » 
own private interests. With these facts in view I ask your 


hearty co-operation for the desired result.

31, City Ordinances, be amended 
by striking out the word ‘‘ five” in the third line thereof and 
inserting in the place thereof the word ‘‘eight,” so that said

COMMUNICATION FROM CAROLINE H. 
INGERSOLL. 


To the Mayor and City Councils of Keene: 

Gentlemen :—JI desire to make a present disposition of 
what I had intended to leave as a bequest to the City of 
Keene. 

I have in my possession many family relics, most of them 
from one hundred to one hundred and fifty years old; some 
about sixty and some two hundred years ; consisting of pictures, 
furniture, military papers, commissions, autographs, silver, 
jewelry, coins, books, wearing apparel, curiosities, etc., etc. 

On the condition that the City of Keene, will, in its new 
library building, when it shall be built, devote a small room to 
the holding of, and give proper care and protection to, by the 
keeping under lock and key, in cases that I will provide for 
the purpose, all the smaller relics and curiosities, and will give 
the same care and protection to pictures to be hung upon the 
walls, and to furniture to be placed against the walls of said 
room, then will I give all the articles mentioned in a list too 
long to be given in this paper, to the City of Keene, to have 
and to hold forever, as a nucleus of ever increasing interest 
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for a museum, hoping that other persons will do the same, 
and thus establish here in Keene a varied museum of general 
interest. 

Many of these articles were exhibited at the May Festival 
in the city hall, in the centennial year 1889, and an account 
of them can be found in the issues of the New Hampshire 
Sentinel, and the Keene Observer, of the second week of May 
of that year. 

If the City of Keene is not ready to agree to this condition, 
which is imperative, then all these articles will be scattered 
and given to different institutions and individuals; but as lam 
the last of my race, and have become strongly attached to 
Keene during a long residence here, and while it has been the 
residence of my parents and brother, as well as for a short 
time the residence of my grandparents Ingersoll, to whom 
many of these articles belonged, I have though it proper to 
to offer to make this disposition of my family relics, asking 
that the room holding them should be ‘called ‘‘the Ingersoll 
Room,” that the name of my revered father should not be 
forgotten in a place where he and his family have lived, and in 
the prosperity of which they have all been deeply interested. 

If the City of Keene will accept this gift upon the fore- 
going conditions, and will provide, as soon as possible, a 
place for the reception of these relics, I will, at my earliest 
capacity, provide suitable cases for the holding of all small 
articles, and will upon my decease, leave a sum, the annual 
interest of which shall be ample for the care of said relics in 
the future. Some of these articles are considered rare and 
valuable by several art museums, they are certainly curious, 
and the time is coming when they will be valuable and inter- 
esting, and in this youthful country they are certainly old. 

The decision of the City Government is what I now desire 
and await, for, if not accepted, the collection will be as I have 
already stated, scattered among different institutions and in- 
dividuals.

We would respectfully call your attention to that portion 
of the Superintendent’s report showing the large expenditure 
necessary in repairing the cement pipe. 

This it will be seen is a large item in the yearly expense 
account resulting in no permanent benefit to the water system. 

It would also be well to bear in mind that in addition to 
the expense to the city of repairing the cement pipe we are 
also taking great risks of loss by fire, which was exemplified 
in one instance during the past year, when but for a burst in 
the cement pipe, a large amount of property which was de- 
stroyed might probably have been saved. 

We would therefore urge that provisions are made for re- 
laying with iron pipe all the streets named in the Superintend- 
ent’s report. 

We respectfully ask your consideration of the question of 
providing a suitable office for the use of the Commissioners 
and Superintendent. 

The office at present occupied is very well adapted to the 
needs of the Department of Water Works and Sewers, but is 
not suitable when used jointly with the Tax Collector. 

In closing we desire to commend the Superintendent of 
this department for the efficient manner in which he has dis- 
charged the duties of his office during the year.

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REGULATIONS. 
APPLICATION FOR CONNECTIONS AND SUPPLIES, ETC. 


Applications for the use of water, or for the connection of 
any service pipes or fixtures to supply any premises shall be 
made to the Superintendent by a written request, stating the 
requirements of the applicant, with an agreement to conform 
at all times to the current rules and regulations which may be 
established in relation thereto; and no person shall be allowed 
to connect any service pipe to the pipes of the works by tap- 
ping or otherwise, without a written permit from the Com- 
missioners or Superintendent; and all trenching, or other 
work incident to laying or repairing water pipes in any street 
or public ground shall be subject to their supervision and ap- 
proval. Also, the location, capacity, quality and general 
character of any pipe or other fixings used, whenever the in- 
terests of the works may be affected thereby. 

Each service pipe connected to any street main or distribut- 
ing pipe belonging to the works, shall, near the sidewalk, be 
provided with an iron extension stop box, the cover of which 
shall be flush with the sidewalk or top of:ground; also with 
suitable stop and waste cocks (on premises of the user), for 
shutting off and discharging the water from all pipes or fix- 
tures liable to injury from the action of frost. 

The cost of all service pipes and fixtures to be paid by the 
applicant, and computed as from the centre of the street where 
the connection is made, except in cases where the Commis- 
sioners shall consider it proper for the expense to be otherwise 
charged; and the applicant or user shall at all times keep the 
same in good order to prevent leakage or waste of water ; and 
no continuous flow of water, to guard against frost or for any 
other purpose, will be allowed, except in special cases where 
an agreement is made as to conditions and rates. 
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EXAMINATION AND OVERSIGHT OF FIXTURES AND SUPPLIES, 


ETC. 


All persons using water, or whose premises are furnished 
with pipes connected with the water works, are required to 
give due notice of any changes involving any increase in use 
of water; also, to allow the Commissioners, the Superin- 
tendent, or his assistants to make personal examination of all 
fixtures between the hours of eight a. m., and singe, 
also, to answer correctly all proper inquiries in relation to the 
quantity, purposes and manner in which water is used upon 
their premises, so far as may be deemed necessary for a faith- 
ful supervision of the same; and any person who shall make 
false representations in regard to the amount of water used, or 
who shall allow any other person or family to take or use 
water from his fixtures, or shall use it for any purpose not in- 
cluded in their contracts or payments, without the consent of 
the Commissioners, thereby intending to evade or defraud in 
the payment of rates, shall be subject to payment of double 
rates therefor or to such other penalties as may be provided 
by law. | 

Any person whose premises are supplied with service pipe 
and fixtures, allowing tenants or others to take or use water 
from same, will be holden for the payment for water so used 
or taken, unless such tenants or other persons shall have made 
application to the Superintendent, and complied with the re- 
quirements in regard to such use. 


PROVISIONS FOR SHUTTING OFF SUPPLY, ETC. 


In cases of misrepresentation, misuse or waste of water, 
non-payment of rent, or for neglect or refusal to comply with 
the established rules and regulations of the water works, the 
Commissioners may cause the supply to be shut off and with- 
held from any service pipe until the cause of the complaint is 
removed, and the sum of two dollars is paid for the expense 
of shutting off the water. 

And in case two or more several parties or families are 
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supplied by any service pipe from which the water may be 
shut off on account of the failure of any one of them to com- 
ply with the established rules and regulations, the supply may 
be withheld from them without liability in damage to either of 
them until the defaulting party shall remove the cause of com- 
plaint. 

And if any person shall, without permit, turn on the 
water at any corporation or private stop-cock, when it has 
been shut off on account of any violation of rules, until all 
costs are paid and all causes of complaint are removed, such 
person or persons using water therefrom, shall be liable to 
payment of three-fold rates and such other penalties as may be 
recovered by law. 

The right to shut off water for repairs, extensions, and 
other necessary purposes of the works, is at all times reserved ; 
also, in case of scarcity, or deficient supply, the use for gar- 
den hose and other purposes for which comparatively low 
rates are charged, are to be subject to such restrictions as may 
be deemed necessary to meet the exigencies of the occasion. 
And in case of fire, it is the duty of all users to shut off and 
discontinue, as far as practicable, all draughts from the works 
which may lessen the pressure at the fire hydrants. 


RULES FOR’ PLUMBERS. 


Plumbers will not be allowed to start on any work until 
they have a written permit, signed by one of the Commission- 
ers, or the Superintendent, or his regular appointed assistant. 

Every plumber who shall set up any pipe or fixtures in 
connection with the water works or sewers, or shall make re- 
pairs upon, additions to, or alterations of the same, shall, 
within three days after the same shall be completed, fill out 
and return to the Superintendent the blank form of permit, 
ghowing the number and kind of fixtures, location of stop box, 

_etc., under the penalty of having his license revoked. 

The Superintendent’s office shall be notified twenty-four 

hours in advance when work will be ready for inspection. 
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ASSESSMENT AND COLLECTION OF RENTALS, ETC. 


Semi-annual assessments of rents for use .of water are 
made on the first days of June and December, and are paya- 
ble to the Collector, who will be at his office at suitable times 
for that purpose, of which due notice will from time to time 
be given; and all regular patrons of the works, making pay- 
ment within forty days from the date of any such assessment— 
with the understanding that no rebate is to be claimed for any 
temporary discontinuance of any use for which payment is 
made—shall be entitled to a discount of twenty per cent. from 
the regular rates; and all rents not paid in advance or during 
the forty days from the date of assessment as aforesaid, are to 
be charged at full advertised rates, and to be deemed due and 
payable at the expiration of the six months’ use.

Drinking fountains and watering places for public use, and 
hydrants or fixtures for the protection of the property of any 
private individuals against firey provided and maintained at 
private expense by approval of the Commissioners, free. 

For all other purposes not enumerated, special rates may 
be made by the Commissioners. Rates for temporary uses, or 
for periods of less than one year, may be charged at an ad- 
_vance of fifty to one hundred per cent. on the schedule of an- 
nual rates, according to the season and nature of the use. 

The minimum rate for garden hose or lawn sprinkler is 
based upon the use of a one-fourth inch jet or its equivalent, 
not exceeding one hour each day for the season of four months 
from June to September, and no deduction will be made for 
partial discontinuance of use. 

The rate for ornamental fountains is based upon the equiv- 
alent of a one-sixteenth inch jet at standard pressure averaging 
not exceeding four hours’ daily use during the months of June 
to September, inclusive, and subject to such other restrictions 
as occasion may require, without deduction for partial discon- 
tinuance of use. 

Approved and adopted by the Board of Water and Sewer 
_Commissioners for the city of Keene, April 13, 1889. 
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CONSUMPTION OF WATER. 


The house to house inspection and the introduction of 
water meters has reduced the consumption of water about 
three hundred thousand gallons per twenty-four hours, leaving 
the average daily consumption about 1,300,000 gallons. 

This could be reduced to 1,000,000 gallons daily by a more 
liberal use of meters and by the takers being more careful 
about their fixtures and waste. 

Ninety-four leaks have been repaired during the past year. 
Five iron pipe joint leaks and one iron pipe burst, caused by 
the pipe freezing where it crosses the river over Island street 
bridge. - This pipe has been relaid under the bridge on the 
bed of the river. 

Highty-eight leaks were in cement lined pipe, of which 
twenty-three were in pipes that have been replaced with cast 
iron. 

Sixty-five leaks were in pipes, that are now cement lined. 

The cost for repairing the leaks for the year has averaged 
about fifteen dollars each, not including the damages paid for 
the West street leak. 

- Besides the leaks in the main pipes there have been a large 
number of service pipe connections rusted off which have to 
be repaired by the department. 

The old flush hydrants have given considerable trouble. 
About all of them have had to be repaired. 

The following streets have been changed from cement lined 
to cast iron pipe :—Winter street, Summer street, West street 
from Main to Island street, and from Park avenue to Tannery 
street, ‘Tannery street, Winchester street from east of Madison 
court to Winchester court, Main street from West street to 
Emerald street, Emerald street from Main street to near Rals- 
ton street, and Washington street from Roxbury street to 
Mechanic street. 

A new flume was built at Echo Lake and an iron gate set. 
A little work will have to be done another year which was 
prevented the past year by high water. 
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Nine water meters are in operation and are giving good 
satisfaction. 

I would respectfully recommend the following changes be 
made the coming year : 

ist. That the cement lined pipe in the following streets 
be changed to cast iron pipe :—Beaver street, from Washing- 
ton street to Roxbury street via Lincoln street; Water street 
from Main street to Lincoln street; Main street from Emerald 
street to Appian Way; West street from Pearl street to Park 
avenue; Park avenue from West street to Chesterfield road ; 
Colorado street from West street to Castle street; Castle street 
from Colorado street to School street; School street from 
Court street to West street ; Cross street from Court street to 
Washington street; Washington street from Mechanic street 
to Washington avenue; Ralston street from Winchester street 
to Emerald street; Dunbar street from Main to connect with 
iron pipe now laid near the shoe shop. 

2d. That in addition to the above the following streets be 
changed if possible :—Lincoln street from Roxbury street to 
Water street; Valley street from Water street to Church 
street; Union street from Elm street to Washington street ; 
Spring street from Washington street to Franklin street; 
Franklin street from Roxbury street to Beaver street; Rail- 
road street from Main street to Beaver Mills; Davis street 
from Main street to Ralston street. 

3d. That enough meters be purchased to meter all the 
large consumers.

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AN ORDINANCE ‘to regulate the House Drainage and the 
- Connections with the Public Sewers. 

Be it ordained by the City Councils of the City of Keene, 
as follows: ; 

SECTION 1. The general care and management of the 
new sewers now in process of construction by the Drainage 
Construction Company, in Keene, shall be vested in Board of 
Water Commissioners after the same shall have been complet- 
ed and turned over to the city, agreeably to the contract be- 
_ tween said company and the city, and their power shall be 
subject to any limitations and restrictions contained now or 
hereafter in any ordinance, regulation or order of the City 
Councils; and the members of said board shall receive such 
compensation for their services as may be determined by the 
councils, but they shall incur no debt against the city, except 
for necessary repairs and care, unless ordered by the Board of 
Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sec. 2. The person serving as Superintendent of Water 
Works shall also be Superintendent of Sewers, and he shall 
receive such additional compensation for his services as the 
councils may from time to time determine. Said Superin- 
tendent of Sewers shall have supervision of the construction 
and repair of all house-drainage, and after the completion of 
the original contract shall superintend all repairs of said sew- 
ers and their connections; and he shall keep a description, 
with plans, of the sewer and connections and an account of 
all expenses in his department, all under the directions of the 
Water Commissioners. 

Sec. 3. Before any house-drain shall have been connect- 
ed with said sewers, the owner thereof, or applicant, shall 
pay to the Superintendent of Sewers the following fees, viz: 
For every house-drain, five dollars for the connection, and all 
persons who have made such connections, or shall have made 
them before the completion of said sewers, shall pay said fees ; 
and their connections, drains, etc., shall be subject to this or- 
dinance in all respects, and the Superintendent of Sewers 
shall see that all such connections, drains, etc., conform to the 
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requirements of this ordinance. All moneys collected by the 
Superintendent of Sewers shall be paid to the City Treasurer 
twice a month, and the treasurer shall keep the same as a 
separate fund. 

Sec. 4. No plumbing, house-drainage or connections 
shall be done or made in connection with the sewer by any 
person not licensed to do such work by the Board of Mayor 
and Aldermen, under a penalty of twenty dollars. 

Sec. 5. The following regulations shall govern the 
planning of all house-drainage and house connections with 
sewers : 

1. For each building there shall be a separate connection 
with the public sewer of four-inch salt-glazed vitrified pipe, 
which may extend from the sewer to within five feet of the 
house, and from thence the house-drain shall be of cast iron 
pipe, satisfactory to the Superintendent of Sewers, and shall 
extend upwards so that its upper terminus shall communicate 
directly with the open air in a manner which shall secure per- 
fect ventilation. That portion of the soil or ventilating pipe 
above all fixtures may be of material and dimensions satisfac- 
tory to the Superintendent of Sewers. 

2. No trap or any manner of obstruction to the free flow 
of air through the whole course of the drain and soil pipe 
will be allowed. 

3. Every fixture shall be eftectuaily trapped. No sink- 
drain pipe shall be more than one and one-fourth inches in 
diameter. | 

4. No privy-vault or cesspool shall be connected with the 
house-drain or sewer. When water-closets take their place, 
they shall be thoroughly cleaned out and filled with fresh, dry 
earth. 

5. No subsoil drain shall be connected with the house- 
drain at any point, the house-drain being made and kept abso- 
lutely tight for the removal of foul water without the least 
opportunity for escape into the soil; and drain-pipe, waste- 
pipe or rain water conductors shall under no circumstances be 
connected with the house-drain. 
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6. Every water-closet shall be adequately flushed with 
water from a cistern above it; except that, where a cistern is 
liable to freeze, other methods may be permitted, providing 
that thorough flushing is secured. No closet shall be used 
which has a space between two water seals of more than two 
hundred inches capacity, or which has such space of any 
capacity, every part of the walls of which is not thoroughly 
flushed and washed at.each use of the closet. Every water- 
closet apartment shall have a direct means of ventilation into 
the open air. | 

7. All soil and waste pipes shall be as direct as possible, 
and all parts of the work shall be so arranged that they may 
be at all times readily examined and repaired. Before the 
fixtures are placed in connection with the plumbing work of 
any house, and before the soil-pipe is connected with the 
drain, the outlet of the soil-pipe and all openings into it shall 
be hermetically sealed; the pipe shall then be filled with 
water to its top and every joint shall be carefully examined for 
leakage, and all leaks shall be securely closed before connec- 
tions with the soil-pipe are made. 

Sec. 6. All drain-laying, repairs and connections shall be 
made according to the following rules, and if any drain be 
constructed or repaired, or any excavations made for that pur- 
pose without a permit in writing from the Superintendent of 
Sewers, or in a mode different from that described herein, the 
person doing such work and the owner or agent directing the 
same shall respectively be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
twenty dollars, and the person doing such work shall also for- 
feit his license for a period of six months. 


RULES FOR DRAIN-LAYING. 


1. Before any connection with the public sewer is made, 
or any house drainage.put in, or any repairs on them, a per- 
mit must first be obtained and the plan proposed approved by 
the Superintendent of Sewers. 

2. No pipes or other materials for drains can ioe used till 
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they have been examined and approved by the Superintendent 
of Sewers. All the work must be inspected by him and done 
to his satisfaction. 

3. In opening any street or public way, all materials 
must be placed where they will cause the least practicable 
inconvenience to the public, and the whole enclosed with suf- 
ficient barriers and properly lighted at night from the begin- 
ning to the end of the work. 

4. No street shall be opened until the Y branch of the 
sewer and the entire course of the drain to be laid shall have 
been precisely staked by the Superintendent of Sewers. 

5. The least inclination that can be allowed for house 
drains is 1 in 60, without the written permission of the Super- 
intendent of Sewers. 

6. Inthe ‘*house connection”? every joint shall be laid 
with gasket and cement, and bedded in hydraulic concrete at 
least four inches in depth. The house-drain and soil-pipe 
must be caulked with lead so as to be both water and air- 
tight. All joints must be satisfactory to Superintendent of 
Sewers. 

7. The ends of all pipes not to be immediately connect- 
ed are to be securely closed water-tight, with imperishable 
materials. The inside of every drain, after it is laid, must be 
left smooth and clean throughout its entire length, and true in 
line and grade. 

8. The back-filling over drains, after they are laid, must 
be puddled or rammed, all water and gas pipes protected from 
injury or settling, and the surface of the street made good 
within forty-eight hours after the completion of that part of 
the drain lying within the public way. 

SEC. g. This ordinance is to take effect from its passage, 
with this reservation, to wit: That nothing in it shall be 
construed in a sense that will relieve the Joint Standing Com- 
mittee on Sewers and Drains from the performance of certain 
specific duties in relation to the sewers during their construc- 
tion, as provided in a joint resolution passed January 18, 1883, 
nor to authorize any connection with the main sewer until the 
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same is delivered to the city by the Drainage Construction 
Company as per terms of their contract. 


Passed July 21, 1883. 


The sewers are in good condition. The usual annual 
inspection was made, and very little trouble was found. If 
the people who use the sewers would be more careful and not 
put in whole newspapers, bottles, tin cans, dish rags, etc., 
there would be less trouble. |

There has been 3,180 feet of new drain pipe laid about the 
city this year. 1,450 feet of 8, 10 and 12-inch pipe on Court 
street, 450 feet 8-inch pipe on Summer street, 350 feet on 
Centre street; also 650 feet of 12-inch pipe on West street 
from the factory to Geo. Richards’. 

There has been a large amount of work done on Court 
street, laying new pipe, putting in catch basins, and paving 
the gutters from the. Square to School street. 

Owing to laying concrete walks on Church street there had 
to be a large amount of work done, such as, cutting down the 
street, underdraining and curbing the sidewalks, at an expense 
of $850. 

There, were repairs’ on Myrtle street, the sirecumoemr 
raised and a new bridge with stone abutments built. 

The north end of Lincoln street to George street, also, the 
north end of the new street from George street to Sullivan 
road have been built. 

Owing to the laying of new water pipe on West street and 
the sandy condition of Park Avenue from West street to Ches- 
terfield road, a greater expenditure has been necessary to 
restore them to a good condition than otherwise they would 
have received. 

The grading of 6,228 yards for concreting cost $923.34. 

The old sewers have been thoroughly cleaned. Bridges, 
roads and sidewalks are in good condition. 

The city has this year purchased a stone crusher, also a 
piece of land on Beech Hill, and located the crusher upon it, 
which is now ready for use in the spring. 

For expenses on finance report I have deposited $31.30 
with City Treasurer, for work done and material sold. 
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use of city pasture, $90, which I deposited 
asurer. The fences have been repaired at the

Gentlemen.—In compliance with the city ordinance and in 
behalf of the Board of Engineers I present the following re-

The Department at the present time consists of five engin- 
eers; Steamer and Hose Co., 25 men; Deluge Hose Co., 20 
men; Washington Hook and Ladder Co., 20 men. ‘Total 7o 
men. During the past year our Department has been greatly 
strengthened by the addition of another steamer and five more 
men to the Steamer Co. 

We have at the present time one of the best Departments 
of its size to be found in New England. It is composed of 
good men, men that you can depend on in time of need. 

I would earnestly recommend the improvement of the 
quarters of the Hook and Ladder Co., also, the Deluge Hose 
Co., by building for them suitable quarters on Vernon street 
east of the Steamer building. It seems to me to be the proper 
place for our Department, location and all being taken into 
consideration. The city at the present time owns six good 
horses, and if the Department is located here all together, I 
think it is all they will require for fire purposes for years to 
come. | 
Iam glad to report that our hydrant service has been im- 
proved in the past year by increasing the size of our water 
mains, and discarding the old flush hydrants for post hydrants 
of an improved pattern; and, gentlemen, I wish to call your 
attention to the need of a better water supply for the protec- 
tion of Dunn & Salisbury’s chair shop, the Fitchburg Railroad 
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shops, also, N. G. Woodbury’s pail shops, for I think our past 
experience has taught us that it is our duty as well as to our 
interests that we should give our manufacturing interests suita- 
ble protection against fire. 

We have at the present in ‘the vicinity of about 165 
hydrants, and I would recommend that in the future they be 
set nearer to each other, as a plenty of them does away with 
using so much hose and also aids the firemen in getting water 
to the fire quicker. 

The electric alarm system has given general satisfaction in 
the past year, and the great amount of time it saves in locating 
the fires becomes more apparent each year; and I would 
recommend a further extension of the system by the addition 
of more boxes this year. 

I think we are very much in need of a first class modern 
Hook and Ladder truck, as this is a very important piece of 
apparatus, at a large fire, especially.

Each box when pulled strikes its number on all the bells in 


the circuit and repeats four rounds if properly pulled in. 
Whenever a box alarm is sounded firemen will proceed 
directly to the box pulled tn, unless sooner ascertaining the 
exact location of the fire. 
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SIGNALS. 


The following signals were adopted by the Board of En- 
gineers, December 2, 1887: 

1. The Superintendent has the right to strike one blow 
upon the bells at any time, to test the circuit; also to ring in 
one round from any box, preceded by a single blow, exactly 
five minutes after the noon stroke, on Saturdays, for the pur- 
pose of testing the boxes. 

2. The signal 22 repeated on the bells is to call the fire- 
men to their houses for further orders. 

3. [wo blows struck upon the bells after a fire alarm is 
a signal to *‘ limber up,” and recalls all firemen and apparatus 
to the engine houses unless specially detailed for duty. 

4. In case of a serious fire the Engineers may cause a 
second alarm to be sounded from the nearest box. A second 
alarm is given by striking ten blows followed by the box num- 
ber. 

5. As box g, which is located on city hall, is still likely 
to be used for a general alarm, and to be pulled for a fire 
which is zo¢ in or near the Square, the Engineers will ring in 
a second alarm of four full rounds from this box, if there is a 
fire of any magnitude near the Square. 

6. The old alarm on city hall will only be rung between 
9g p- m. and 6 a. m. except in case of serious fire. 

7. Arrangements have been made with the Beaver Mills 
Co., and alarms of fire will be given on their whistle same as 


by the bells. 


GENERAL RULES. 


Firemen as well as citizens should familiarize themselves 
with the following rules for giving alarms of fire. 

1. Never pull a box for a fire seen at a distance. 

. Never pull a box while the alarm bells are ringing, 
nor until a box has completed its four rounds. Two boxes 
cannot operate together and neither will work if two are 
pulled at the same time. Never pull two alarms or two 
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boxes for the same fire. The Engineers will sound second 
alarms if necessary. 

3. To ring in an alarm, break the glass in the key box 
and open the outside box door with the key. Pull down the 
brass crank, seen inside, ¢z/Z zt stops, then let go. Then let 
the box alone. The clock will be seen or heard to be run- 
ning, and the alarm will follow in half a minute or so. Close 
the box and remove the key. | 

4. Remember that the firemen will come directly to the 
box which has been pulled. See that they are directed to the 


fire, if necessary. 


TELEPHONE ALARMS. 


Box 6, which is located in the central telephone office, is 
the box which will be pulled to sound all alarms of fire sent 
in by telephone. When this box is pulled, firemen and all 
others can ascertain the location of the fire from the telephone 
office. 

Do not send a telephone alarm if there is an alarm box 
within reasonable distance. Box alarms are always the surest 
and best. Telephones can seldom be used during thunder 
showers; the boxes can always be used. 

To send in a telephone alarm, call the central office. Tell 
the operator slowly first the ward, then the street and house 
where the fire is situated. The operator will repeat, ‘+ Fire, 
ward so and so, such street or house.” Answer, *‘All right,” 
if you are correctly understood. If the fire is in South Keene 
or West Keene, give the fact instead. of the ward number. 
The operator will then leave the telephone and sound the 


alarm.

In closing my report of the year I will take this opportu- 
nity, in behalf of the Board of Engineers and myself, to extend 
our thanks to all members of the City Government, who have ~ 
in any way rendered the Department assistance during the 
past year.

Lo fits Honor the Mayor and City Councils: 

I hereby present the following report as Superintendent of 
Electric Fire Alarm. 

There has been during the year fourteen alarms, one false, 
and one from box 13 that did not work, owing to the grounding 
the wires coming in contact with other wires. 

Our wires are in better condition than at any time in the 
past three years, owing to a thorough trimming of trees where 
they came in contact with the wires, which has reduced the 
cost of maintenance of batteries. 

Our battery room is very unsatisfactory, as it is impossible 
to maintain an even temperature there and adds greatly to the 
cost of battery material. 

The gongs and strikers are in good condition, but the boxes 
should be returned to the manufacturers to have parts substi- 
tuted and late improvements added.

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Fewer books have been added to the library by purchase 
this year than usual, owing to the larger number accruing by 
donation and the impossibility of shelving them. New cases 
and a re-arrangement of space give now better facilities for 
new books. These opportunities will soon be utilized. 

The Trustees following the lead of the larger and most 
successful lending libraries of the country have, experiment- 
ally, adopted the plan of sending out the books without the 
extra paper covers. We believe that the increased pleasure 
which comes from using the books in their most attractive 
dress will instinctively lead the patrons of the library to treat 
them with additional care and respect. 

The recent noble benefaction of Mr. Coolidge, and the 
acquisition by the city of the Symonds legacy, both designed 
for a new Public Library building and its equipment, are re- 
garded by the public with satisfaction and have undoubtedly 
incited an exceptional interest in the library prospects. 

Gifts have been the source of the principal hbraries which 
have ever or anywhere been found. It is not easy to conceive 
that a benevolent and enlightened citizen can leave a more 
evidently useful monument than a Public Library building, or 
do a more popular act than to make a donation of books to a 
Public Library, or secure a more pleasing or lasting memorial 
not only to his own times but to future ages, than an endow- 
ment for the continuous purchase of books, on which his name 
might be inscribed as a benefactor. 

The Trustees cannot close this report without expressing 
their sense of the intelligent, conscientious and faithful work 
done for the Library by Mrs. Converse, the Librarian.

To the Honorable Mayor and City Councils: 

The actions pending against the city are as follows, viz. : 

Josiah TL. Colony vs. Keene. ‘This isa proceeding to re- 
cover damages for lowering the sidewalk in front of the plain- 
tiff’s house on Roxbury street. This matter is referred to the 
County Commissioners. 

Stlas Hardy vs. Keene. ‘This is a proceeding in equity 
to foreclose a mortgage upon land in Roxbury which the city 
purchased for water purposes. The city holds an indemnity 
from the Keene National Bank against this incumbrance. 
This case was tried before Judge Allen since the regular 
session of the court in October, and the court has decided the 
case for the defendant. It is possible that the plaintiff may 
desire to transfer to the law term some question of law, so 
the case at the writing of this report is not finally concluded. 

Mary £. jitison vs. Keene. This is an action entered 
at the April term last to recover supposed damages on a sup- 
posed highway. At the April term a question of law was 
raised as to the said supposed highway being legally laid out, 
for otherwise no damages, if any were sustained, could be 
recovered. The case was reserved. The plaintiff’s counsel 
took the case drawn by the Chief Justice, and no one has been 
able to find it since. For this reason the defendant’s counsel 
moved to dismiss the action. The matter now rests in the 
hands of Judge Allen, and he will probably make some order 
in regard to it before a great while. 

John Humphrey vs. Keene. ‘This is an action to recover, 
as it is claimed, for the use of a derrick.

ANNUAL REPORT. I as 


REPORT OF CITY PHYSICIAN. 


To the Honorable City Councils : 

I respectfully submit my first annual report as City 
Physician. 

Owing to the epidemic of diphtheria, the need of my ser- 
vices was much greater in the months of March, April and 
May than at any other time during my term of office. Six 
cases of diphtheria have appeared among the city poor, from 
which resulted two deaths. The whole number of professional 
calls made was 76, distributed as follows: Jan., 2; Feb., 1; 
Meee epiil,o; May,49; June,3.; July,6; Aug.,1 ;Sept.,o; 
Oct., 2; Nov., 3; Dec. 1. Number of office visits, 15 ; deaths, 2. 

Excluding the cases of diphtheria, the health of the city 
poor has been exceptionally good, the remaining cases being 
uniformly of a chronic nature. Great credit is due to the 
members of the Board of Health Commissioners, whose vig- 
ilance and untiring endeavors done much to control and subdue 
the epidemic. Much credit is also due to the Overseer of the 
Poor in responding quickly to the call of the needy sick for 
medicine and other comforts when required.

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REPORT OF HEALTH COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Honorable Mayor and City Councils: 

The Board of Health has examined some matters of com- 
plaint where the cause was trivial, and in some instances 
where no cause for complaint existed. In these instances no 
record has been kept in regard to them. In cases where some 
action was required to be taken a record of them has been 
kept. This record simply sets forth in brief how each case 
has been disposed of and what action the Board has taken.

Although the number of cases examined and causes of 
complaint abated are in excess of those of last year, yet the 
sanitary condition of the city is much better.. Many of the 
nuisances abated the present year existed last year and be- 
fore. ‘The Board can proceed to have connections made with 
the public sewer only as fast as people can get their plumbing 
and work done, and at times it has been necessary to give 
more time for this purpose. The Board has tried to be 


-. 
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reasonable and judicious in its requests, yet has strictly insisted 
upon the abatement of nuisances where they have existed, for 
no other course could be permitted, especially when diphtheria 
as a contagious disease was afflicting so many of our people. 
Only one case has been brought before the court for neglect, 
and in that case the respondent paid the costs with the under- 
standing that no fine should be imposed, if he, with reasonable 
despatch, connected his premises with the public sewer.

From this statement, if from nothing else, the conclusion 
is that every residence which can be, should be connected with 
the public sewer as a matter of sanitation. ‘The number of 
cases of diphtheria last year was 112, and this year, 79. The 
number of cases in October last year was 48, and in October 
this year, 2. In November last year, 27, and in November 
this year, 1. We think that this abatement of the disease is 
largely owing to what our people have done to make their 
dwellings more sanitary; and if the Board of Health have in 
some degree stimulated this result they will feel the greatest 
pleasure that seems to be connected with the office.

REPORT OF PARK COMMISSIONER. 


Lo the Cty Councils: 

The amount appropriated for parks for the year 1890 was 
one hundred dollars. I have expended, mainly for nursery 
‘trees and shrubs, $64.49, leaving unexpended, $35.51. The 
committee appointed to construct a pavilion in Wheelock Park 
have attended to that duty, and the building is now nearly 
completed. The committee were of one mind as to keeping 
within the limits of the five hundred dollars at their disposal. 
The contract with Mr. Spaulding was for something less than 
that sum. The building, though not large, is thought to be 
sufficient for the purposes intended. 

In large portions of Wheelock Park pine trees have sprung 
up like grass — unless mowed once in four or five years they 
will occupy the whole ground. I have continued to plant 
large numbers of red and white oaks and other trees suited to 
dry soils. Dry seasons retard their growth, and insect enemies 
abound. ‘The grubs of a beetle kill the leading shoots of the 
pinetree. The leaf-cutter bees, though unseen, carry off by bits 
the first tender leaves of seedling trees, often killing the young 
oak and chestnut. Children learn with their eyes, and it has 
been thought that trees in public grounds should be chosen 
with some reference to their educational value. With this 
view I have planted many kinds, among others seven species 
of oak; in the Children’s Wood and City Park I have planted 
rare ferns and flowers and nut-bearing trees. For future ref- 
erence I subjoin a list of shrubs and trees planted the past sea- 
son in one or the other place mentioned. 

For boundary hedges I have chosen pines, hemlocks and 
honey locusts. For ornamental trees, pink-flowering and 
double horse chestnuts, scarlet hawthorns, tulip trees, Bolleana 
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poplars, nettle trees, hornbeams, willows, English, black, 
scarlet and mossy-cup oaks. For evergreens, white, Norway 
and Colorado spruces, Scotch pines, the Douglas fir and picea 
concolor. For shrubs I have gathered the native viburnums, 
mountain hollies, hazels, black alders and cornus. Iam in- 
debted to friends for white and Persian lilacs,syringas, Japan 
quinces, spireas, honeysuckles, and Russian mulberries. I 
have procured from nurseries golden elders, pepper bush, 
flowering currant, hydrangeas, white fringe, forsythia, callu- 
nas, altheas and barberries. The Douglas fir is expected to 
live eight hundred years; the scarlet thorne and pink horse 
chestnut in flowering time are the most attractive trees in the 
Boston Public Garden.
